Odyssey  addicts  talk  drugs

A  dope  fiend  has  no  conscience. 
According  to  Ken  Bfown, 
ex-drug  addict,  dope  fiends  on 
hard  drugs  don’t  care  who  they 
hurt.  They  look  up  to  the 
numbers,  players,  hustlers  and  the 
pimps  on  the  street. 

Brown,  21,  from  Detroit  and 
Ernie  Bandies,  22,  from  Las  Vegas 
were  interviewed  in  a  question 
and  answer  session  sponsored  by 
the  BYli  Law  Enforcement 
Association  recently. 

Both  men  have  been  convicted 
as  hard-core  drug  users  and 
presently  reside  in  Odyssey  House 
in  Salt  Lake  City.  Odyssey  House 
is  a  privately-owned  drug 
rehabilitation  center. 

Both  have  been  in  and  out  of 
jail.  Brown  related  that,  “At  14  I 
began  to  use  marijuana.  I 
gradually  progressed  to  heavier 
drugs  until  finally  I  was  using 
heroin.” 

At  first  he  was  just  “chip pin” 
herion  (using  only  occasionally), 
but  finally  his  habit  grew  to  $150 
a  day.  He  turned  to  crime  to 
finance  drugs. 

“I’ve  spent  five  or  six  years  as 
an  addict,  the  rest  of  the  time  I 
was  locked  up,”  explained  Brown. 

“I  was  finally  faced  with  the 
decision  to  go  to  jail  or  try  the 
Odyssey  House.  I  chose  the 
Odyssey  House.” 

“THE  FIRST  DAY  in  the  house 
I  thought  the  people  were  ;  I 
thought  it  was  totally  off  the 
wall,”  he  shld’: 

Bandies’  story  is  similar. 

“I  began  using  drugs  at  15. 
From  marijuana  I  started 
experimenting  with  other  drugs.  I 
would  mix  barbituates  with 
marijuana  and  wine.  That  was  my 
tiring.  At  17  I  used  heroin;  at  18  1 
was  pushing  it  to  Supp.p|t  my 
•habit.” 

“tgot  busted,  I  was  tried  and 
sentenced-  to  eight  years.  After 
serving  fifee^w^^^a^allowed 
to  $ry  Odysse^t  lpouse,”  said 
Bandies:  . 

According  to  Brown,  each 
addict  must  go  through  foeKc  levels 
of  progression  before  he  is 
released  from  the  house. 

When  an  to  __ 

the  house  he  is  'dassiffea  as  a 
“candidate  in.”  At  this  Ibvel  he  is 
tit  fcojtpjft  aftd  he  must  prove 
himself. 

“You  must  Shew  how  well  you 
want  to  'get  yaursglf  together,” 
explained  Brown. 

If  a  candidate  shows  he  is 
motivated,  h£?  progresses  off  to  the 
first  level  of  treatment.  At  this 
level  there  are  j^oup  discussions 
which  help  him  accept  the  fact  he 
is  a  sick  individual  and  needs  help. 

FROM  LEVEL  ONE  he 

progresses  to  level  two.  It  usually 
takes  about  two  weeks  to  three 
months  for  a  candidate  to 
progress  to  this  level.  “Herje  he  is 
given  a  responsibility  or  job 
around  the  house,”  Brown  added. 

In  level  three  the  individual  is 
given  responsibility  for  people. 
Here  the  directicfit  fbr  the  house  is 
set. 

L eve-1  diftjjfcrv  candidates  are 
considered  staff  members  and  are 
given  a  large  degree  of  freedom. 
An  individual  must  stay  on  this 
level  for  six  months. 

When  he  is  ready  to  leave  he 
must  submit  a  five  year  proposal 
to  a  board  who  has  already 
graduated  from  the  house.  In  this 
proposal  he  must  show  where  he 
wants  to  be  in  five  years. 

“If  you  want  to  go  to  college,

you  should  have  several  colleges 
willing  to  accept  you.  If  you  want 
to  work,  you  need  to  have  two  or 
three  jobs  lined  up,”  explained 
Brown. 

There  are  five  main  rules  in  the 
house,  if  they  are  broken  by  a 
candidate  he  is  expelled.  They 
are:  no  stealing,  no  contraband 
(drugs,  etc.),  no  sex  (applies  only 
to  levels  1  and  2),  no  violence  or 
threats  of  violence  and  if  a 
candidate  sees  another  candidate 
break  one  of  the  main  rules  he 
must  tell  someone  in  authority, 
said  Brown. 

ACCORDING  TO  BANDICS, 

98  per  cent  of  those  graduating 
from  the  house  are  cured.  Of  the 
380  that  have  graduated,  only 
three  have  turned  back  to 
drugs.  Bandies  added  that  only  27 
per  cent  of  those  that  investigate 
Odyssey  House  stay  and  make  it 
through  the  four  levels. 

Once  graduated  from  Odyssey 
House  an  individual  is  considered 
a  para-professional  on  drug 
addiction.  There  tre  great  job 
opportunities-  The  .  average  is 
around  $12,000  p.et-^ear? 
according  t<?  Bandies

The  opportunities  of  freedom 
that  Americans  enjoy  will  never 
be  defeated  “so  long  as  we  give 
honor  to  God  the  Eternal  Father 
and  obey  his  laws,”  said  Elder 
John  H.  Vandenberg,  assistant  to 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve, 
Sunday  evening. 

Speaking  at  a  BYU  10-stake 
fireside  and  as  the  first  event  of 
Military  Week,  Elder  Vandenberg 
told  students  that  patriotism  and 
obedience  to  law  are  basic 
principles  of  the  Church  as 
embodied  in  the  12th  Article  of 
Faith. 

Quoting  former  Church 
president,  Joseph  Fielding  Smith, 
Elder  Vandenberg  said,  “  ‘No  man 
can  be  a  good  Latter-day  Saint 
and  not  be  true  to  the  best 
interests  and  general  welfare  of  his 
country  ....  There  is  nothing 
required  of  the  Latter-day  Saints 


that  can  in  any  way  be  construed 
to  militate  against  loyalty  to  the 
nation.’  ” 

Elder  Vandenberg  spoke  of  the 
concern  of  many  over  the 
military’s  role  in  view  of 
scriptures  advocating  the 
renunciation  of  war  and 
proclamation  of  peace.  “I  think 
we  have  an  obligation  to  be  strong 
in  morality,  courage,  in  faith  and 
that  this  nation  has  an  obligation 
to  raise  up  the  strength  of  military 
might  — not  to  invade  other 
countries,  not  to  seek  the 
enlargement  of  boundaries,”  he 
said.  “But  I  know,  as  you  know, 
that  the  strong  preparation  we 
have  will  curtail,  in  great  measure, 
the  movement  of  the  enemy.” 

Referring  to  the  activities  of 
Military  Week,  Elder  Vandenberg 
said,  “Let’s  not  be  passive  about 
what  we’re  going  to  talk  about 
this  week.”  Instead,  he  urged 
Latter-day  Saints  to  show  their 
patriotism  by  obedience  to  the 


laws  of  the  land  and  through 
support  of  those  in  national 
leadership  positions. 

“If  we  united  will  stand  behind 
those  whom  we  have  chosen  to 
lead  us  and  give  them  our  faith 
and  our  prayers,  this  nation  will 
never  lose  its  destiny,”  he  said. 
“May  God  implant  in  our  hearts  a 
patriotism  that  will  make  us  so 
grateful  that  every  night  when  we 
get  upon  our  knees  to  thank  God 
for  our  blessings  that  we  shall  not 
fail  to  thank  God  for  this  great 
country  and  the  power  that  he  has 
given  it  to  achieve  its  purposes.” 

Elder  Vandenberg  added  that  a 
strong  government  is  required  to 
prevent  chaos  and  disorder.  “We 
need  to  understand  that,”  he  said.

“What  is  Albert  Herring 
anyway?  Something  about  a 
fish?” 

“The  sign  says  it’s  a  comic 
opera;  does  that  mean  it’s  an 
operetta?” 

“Can  I  get  tickets  for  Uncle 
Albert?” 

Questions  resound  around  the 
Music  Ticket  Office  in  the  foyer 
of  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center,  as 
students  wander  past  the  single 
marquis  featuring  the  standard 
posed  pictures  that  grace  a  box 
office  board. 

“You  mean  it’s  a  real  opera? 
The  Madame  Butterfly-sort-of- 
prima-donna-strutting-around-the 
-stage  sort  of  thing?” 

“It’s  not?  Then  what  is  it?” 

“The  standard  -image  of  opera  in 
the  American  mind,”  according  to 
one  music  student,  “is  the  grand 


Italian  opera  with  the  lavish  sets, 
casts  of  thousands,  and  the  short 
swarthy  tenor  warbling  love  songs 
to  a  250-pound  soprano.  They 
don’t  realize  that  opera  can  be 
fun,  contemporary,  and 
challenging.” 

As  one  Albert  Herring  cast 
member  stated,  who  had  learned 
to  live  on  one  meal  a  day, 
squeezed  between  long  daily 
rehearsals,  graduate  classes  and 
voice  students,  “Opera  is  the 
culmination  of  all  the  arts!  It  is 
drama,  music,  stage  sets,  just 
everything!” 

A  double  cast  of  faculty, 
students  and  community  members 
appear  in  the  comedy  with  each 
cast  appearing  on  two  nights.

The  opera  begins  Wednesday  and 
will  run  through  Saturday. 
Showings  are  at  8  p.m.  in  the 
deJong  Concert  Hall,  HFAC. 

Called  by  musical  director, 
David  Dalton,  “one  of  the  most 
ambitious  operatic  ventures  ever 
done  at  BYU,”  Albert  Herring  is 
written  by  the  contemporary 
British  composer  Benjamin 
Britten.  “Although  20th  century, 
stemming  from  World  War  II,  it  is 
very  lyrical,  full  of  parody, 
comedy  and  a  great  deal  of 
charm.” 

Set  in  Victorian  England,  the 
village  May  Day  Festival 
committee,  self-appointed 
defenders  of  virtue  and 
righteousness,  meet  to  chose  a 
May  Queen.  When  all  the  young 
maidens  in  the  village  of  Loxford, 
default  because  of  their 
questionable  lives,  Albert  Herring, 
the  henpecked  son  of  the  locaF- 
greengrocer  is  suggested  as  May 
King. 

A  simple,  paragon  of  virtue, 
Albert  is  forced  to  accept  the 
honor  by  his  imperious  mother.  A 
sympathetic  friend  laces  the  poor 
Albert’s  lemonade  at  the 
festivities  with  a  generous  brace  of 
rum,  and  the  merry  Albert  takes 
off  using  part  of  his  prize  money 
to  “taste  life”  and  go  on  a  spree. 
The  committee  is  appalled,  but 
Albert’s  friends  rejoice  because  he 
has  finally  broken  his  mother’s 
apron  strings. 

Albert  Herring  is  an  opera,  and 
it  does  have  both  a  tenor  and  a 
soprano,  several  in  fact.  But  there 
the  resemblence  to  the  popular 
image  ends. 

“The  cast  is  small,  with  no 
single  stars,”  according  to  Dalton. 
“It’s  an  ensemble  opera,  the 
success  of  which  rests  on 
everybody  from  Albert  and  Lady 
Billows  to  Emmy,  Cis,  and  Harry, 
the  village  children.’ 

The  orchestra  is  likewise  small, 
stemming  from  its  World  War  II 
origin  when  musicians  were  off 
fighting  at  the  front,  and  only 
chamber  orchestras  were  used. 


The  set  designed  by  Charles 
Henson,  is  extensive,  but  not 
lavish  in  the  traditional  sense,  and 
the  music  is  a  foreign  medium,  in 
comparison.

Colleen  Harris,  who  portrays 
the  autocratic,  Lady  Billows, 
self-righteous  patroness  of  the 
festivities,  said:  ‘My  first 
impression  of  the  music  was  that 
it  was  completely  bi-tonal.  The 
orchestra  seemed  in  one  key,  the 
vocalists  in  another.  The  melodic 
line  isn’t  at  all  what  we’re  used  to.”

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Prof,  to  visit  Russia 


Studying  character  and  culture

A  BYU  faculty  member  and  his 
family  will  spend  a  year  in  the 
Soviet  Union  as  part  of  a  Russian 
language  program. 

Donald  K.  Jarvis,  assistant 
professor  of  Russian,  has  been 
selected  as  the  resident  director  of 
the  1973-74  Russian  Language 
Program  at  Leningrad  State 
University.  The  program  is 
sponsored  by  the  Council  on 
International  Educational 
Exchange  and  is  the  only 
academic-year  program  in  the 
USSR  for  American  students. 

Jarvis  will  leave  New  York  in 
mid-June,  stop  in  Paris  for  a  few 
days  of  orientation  meetings,  and 
then  continue  to  Leningrad.  Much 
of  his  time  during  the  summer 
months  will  be  spent  traveling,  so 
his  family  will  not  join  him  until 
late  August. 

“I  originally  applied  only  for 
the  summer,  but  the  selection 
committee  members  pushed  me  to 
stay  the  whole  year,”  said  Jarvis. 
“I  told  them' from  the  very  first 
that  I  would  have  to  have  my 
family  with  me  if  I  stayed.  Since  I 
have  four  children,  I  didn’t  think 
they  would  really  want  me  there 
the  full  year.”

JARVIS  HAS  visited  the  Soviet 
Union  twice  before;  once  in  1962 
following  his  mission  to  Finland, 
and  again  in  1970  as  an  assistant 
director  for  a  month-long  toUr 
from  Ohio  State  University. 

Presently,  he  teaches  Russian  at 
BYU  and  edits  a  weekly 
newsletter  for  the  American 
Association  of  Teachers  of  Slavic 
and  East  European  Languages. 

Professor  Jarvis  says  he  feels  a 
whole-hearted  enthusiasm  for  the 
trip.  “It’s  a  priceless  opportunity 
for  an  American  especially  a 
teacher  of  Russian-to  spend  a 
year  among  the  Russian  people,” 
explained  Jarvis. 

“You  can  read  all  you  want 
about  Russian  character  and 
culture,  but  nothing  could 
compare  with  a  visit  of  this  kind 
in  getting  acquainted  with  the 
Russian  way  of  life,  their  language 
practices  and  thinking  patterns.  It 
also  presents  an  opportunity  to 
acquire  some  personal  Russian 
colleagues  with  whom  I  can 
exchange  knowledge  and 
experience,”  he  added. 

In  preparation  for  the  trip, 
Jarvis  is  giving  his  wife,  Janelle, 
Russian  lessons  every  morning. 
Periodically,  one  of  the  children 
will  announce  that  it  is  time  for 
“a  kids’  Russian  lesson,”  and  then 
they  get  formal  teaching,  too. 

“I  have  taught  the  children  the 
names  for  most  utensils  and  foods 
so  they  can  speak  Russian  at  the 
table,”  explained  Jarvis.  “They 
like  me  to  pat  their  backs  when  I 
put  them  to  sleep  at  night,  and  I 
use  this  to  teach  them  to  count  in 
Russian.  I  only  pat  them  as  far  as 
they  can  count.” 

Tyler,  7,  who  is  oldest,  can 
count  to  100  with  a  little  help. 


as  long  as  they’re  with  us,  it 
doesn’t  matter.  This  attitude 
makes  it  much  easier  on  us.” 

Living  accomodations  will  be 
typical  of  Russian  society,  noted 
Jarvis.  “We’ll  live  in.  a  hotel, 
however-three  rooms  measuring 
10’  x  10’  with  a  bathroom  in  each 
room.  There  are  no  dressers,  just 
closets.  The  floors  are  wooden. 
Since  it  is  a  hotel  apartment,  our 
meals  will  be  served  by  the  hotel.” 

“Our  biggest  house-keeping 
job,”  added  Mrs.  Jarvis,  “will  be 
washing  clothes  and  drying  them 
over  the  bathtub.” 

The  Jarvises  have  been  advised 
that  there  will  be  tight  security  on 
them  while  they  are  in  Russia. 
They  assume  that  their  rooms  will 
be  bugged. 

“The  wife  of  a  former  program 
director,  living  in  the  same 
apartment  we  will  live  in,  once 
went  several  days  without  hot 
water,”  commented  Mrs.  Jarvis. 
“Suspecting  that  the  rooms  were 
bugged,  she  addressed  what  she 
assumed  to  be  the  bugging  device 
and  expressed  her  desperation 
about  the  hot  water.  The  next 
morning,  the  Russian  manager 
passed  her  in  the  hall  and  assurred 


fixed  soon.” 

Social  life  will  be  limited. 
Although  an  unofficial  U.S. 
consulate  has  been  established  in 
Leningrad  (corresponding  with  an 
unofficial  Soviet  consulate  in  San 
Francisco),  no  buildings  have  yet 
been  constructed  to  house  the 
staff,  and  any  contact  with  U-S. 
consulate  personnel  must  be  very 
limited  to  avoid  arousing 
suspicion. 


“WE  ARE  going  to  take  over  our 
Sunday  School  and  Primary  books 
so  we  can  have  our  own  Church 
meetings,”  Jarvis  commented.  “Of 
course  we  won’t  be  able  to  invite 
anyone  to  join  us.  Any  Russian 
who  attended  with  us  would  be 
found  out.” 

J  arvis  further  explained  that 
one  of  the  main  questions  the 
selection  committee  had  about 
him  was  whether  or  not  he  could 
keep  quiet  about  his  religion.  He 
will  have  to  avoid  any  discussion 
about  the  Church  with  the 
Russian  people. 

“It’s  going  to  be  hard  not  to 
arouse  curiosity  in  a  land  where

the  vast  majority  use  coffee, 
tobacco  and  alcohol,”  said  Jarvis. 
“A  family  with  more  than  two 
children  will  attract  attention, 
too.” 

The  Jarvis  children  will  attend 
regular  Russian  schools  during 
their  stay.  The  three  youngest  will 
attend  a  nursery.  Soviet' 
compulsory  education  begins  at 
age  7,  so  Tyler  will  attend  a 
formal  elementary  school. 

“Like  all  Russian  boys,  Tyler 
will  wear  the  formal  school 
uniform  which  consists  of  a  gray, 
wool  coat  and  matching  trousers,” 
noted  Jarvis.  “The  girls  wear 
brown  dresses  and  black  or  white 
aprons.” 

WILL  THE  children  be  taught 
communism?  “No,”  said  Jarvis. 
“Yqung  children  in  Russia  are 
taught  group  loyalty  and  personal 
values  more  than  anything  else. 
Unlike  the  American  educational 
system,  Russians  don’t  hesitate  to 
teach  character  and  moral 
principles  in  the  classroom.” 

“Besides  that,  the  Russians 
adore  children,”  continued  Jarvis. 
“It’s  not  uncommon  at  all  to  see 
teenagers  walking  down  the  street, 
stop  and  play  with  children  in 
their  games.” 

“Patriotism  is  very  strong  in  the 
Soviet  Union,”  says  Jarvis,  “but  it 
is  rooted  deeply  in  the  land  itself, 
not  particularly  the  government.  I 
think  the  people  are  Russians 
above  all  else.  The  communist 
government  is  not  a  great  deal 
different  than  the  old  czarist 
government.” 

Jarvis’  duties  in  the  Russian 
Language  Program  are  mainly 
administrative.  American  students 
are  very  carefully  selected  and 
screened  before  they  are  allowed 
into  the  program.  Most  of  them , 
come  from  the  East,  but  Jarvis 
hopes  that  some  BYU  students 
will  be  admitted. 

AS  DIRECTOR,  Jarvis  will 
function  as  a  counselor, 
problem-solver  and  friend  to  the 
American  students  in  the 
program.  He  also  works  with  a 
Leningrad  State  University 
director  to  arrange  classes  for  the 
students.  During  the  summer 
months,  about.  150  American 
students  will  be  in  the  program. 
For  the  academic  year  only  about 
30  will  participate. 

“The  American  students 
sometimes  get  in  trouble  with  the 
Russian  professors  when  they 
attend  school  while  their 
roommates  are  at  home  ill. 
Russian  professors  are  really  upset 
if  they  find  a  student  who  has  not 
stayed  home  to  care  for  his  sick 
roommate.  One  professor  went  so 
far  as  to  personally  deliver  a  pot 
of  soup  to  one  of  ’  his  sick 
students.” 

“THE  RUSSIANS  themselves 
are  very  sweet  people,”  said 
Jarvis.  “Particularly  in  Leningrad, 
they  are  very  -outgoing,  friendly 
and  open.  Some  Russian  students 
have  gotten  in  trouble  because 
they  fraternized  too  much  with 
the  American  students.  The 
Americans  have  asked  the 
University  to  warn  their  Russian 
students,  so  it  won’t  happen  any 
more,”  he  added.  > 

Prof,  and  Mrs.  Jarvis  admit-%£t 
they  are  concerned  about,?  the 
health  of  their  children  and  theij 
learning  the  language,  but  all  in 
all,  they  are  confident  that  it  will 
be  a  very  valuable  experience  for 
all  of  them.

Design  switch 
for  U.S.  coins 


-  WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
reverse  side  of  the  U.S.  dollar  and 
the  half-dollar  coins  will  be 
changed  beginning  in  1975  to 
mark  the  200th  anniversary  of 
American  independence  in  1976, 
Mary  Brooks,  the  director  of  the 
U.S.  Mint,  announced  Monday. 

The  coins  are  scheduled  for 
release  on  July  4,  1975,  and  will 
continue  in  production  as 
determined  by  the  secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  Mrs.  Brooks  said. 
She  said  a  bill  to  provide  for  the 
design  change  has  been  sent  to 
Congress. 

The  portrait  of  President 
Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  will  remain 
on  the  dollar  and  that  of  President 
John  F.  Kennedy  will  remain  on 
the  half  dollar. 

Mrs.  Brooks  said  a  contest  to 
design  a  revolutionary  motif  for 
the  coins  will  be  conducted  by  the 
National  Sculpture  Society,  among 
its  membership.  A  final  choice 
will  be  made  by  the  secretary  of 
the  Treasury.

The  test  will  prove  that  the 
hydrogen  engine  uses  fuel 
efficiently  and  is  economically 
feasible,  he  said.  The  test  will  take 
place  on  a  controlled  course  with 
two  identical  cars. 

A  second  project  is  with 
California  Air  Resources  Board 
and  Riverside  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  “The  attempt  would 
be  to  convert  Southern  California 
buses  to  use  hydrogen  starting 
1975.  This  would  cut  down  air 
pollution,”  Billings  said. 

Billings  also  said  they  have  been 
in  discussion  with  Canada’s 
Minister  of  Natural  Resources 
concerning  Canada’s  abundant 
nuclear  power  to  produce 
hydrogen. 

“We  are  planning  a  project  with 
Air  Jet  Corporation  to  run 
employe  buses  with  hydrogen 
from  geo-thermal  sources,” 
Billings  said. 

He  also  said  “Union  Carbate  is 
developing  a  hydrogen  powered 
engine  through  different  methods 
to  get  to  the  point  where  the 
engine  is  ready  for  marketing.” 

He  has  a  hydrogen  powered 
Falcon  himself  and  through  actual 
use  he  says  that  it  is  more 
economical  to  have  hydrogen  than 
gasoline  powered  cars.  There  is  no 
road  tax  on  hydrogen. 

Billings  also  travels  around  the 
country  lecturing  in  different 
universities  about  his  innovation. 
“People  are  very  excited  about 
it,”  he  said. 

When  he  was  a  student  at  BYU, 
Billings  won  the  National  Urban 
Vehicle  Design  competition  in 
August,  1972.

The  Student  Community

In  addition,  several  worthwhile 
projects  were  never  started,  he 
said. 

Because  Project  Y  involves  BYU 
students  in  service  projects  for  a 
month  instead  of  a  day,  Griffith 
said  the  number  and  quality  of 
service  projects  completed  will 
increase. 

According  to  Griffith,  the 
Student  Community  Service 
Office  was  conceived  as  a  solution 
to  the  communications  gap  that 
exists  between  the  student  and 
the  community. 

“College  students  are  often 
isolated  from  everyone,”  he 
explained. 

Griffith  told  the  audience,  the 
objectives  of  his  office  were  to 


provide  the  student  with  an 
opportunity  to  share ;  “to  help  the 
student  feel  the  need  to  involve 
himself  in  serving  others;  to  afford 
the  student  the  experiences  that 


will  make  him  aware  of  his

‘We  are  trying  to  build  a  bridge 
between  the  educational  needs  of 
the  individual  in  the  community 
and  the  best  of  the  university 
experience  and  knowledge,” 
added  Dr.  Hansen. 

Units  currently  in  progress 
cover  subjects  such  as  food 
storage  and  human  development 
in  adult  life.  Material  taught  in  the 
future  will  be  determined  by 
community  demand  and  student 
knowledge  and  could  deal  in  such 
diverse  fields  as  children’s 
literature,  microwave  oven 
cooking,  car  mechanics  or  family 
housing. 

The  program  has  been 
developed  by  Dr.  Hansen  in 
cooperation  with  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Center  as  an 
“action  .  arm”  of  the  College  of 
Family  Living.  However,  because 
it  is  in  conjunction  with  the 
direction  of  the  University  as  a 
whole  in  moving  out  of  the 
college  existence  into  the  real 
world,  student  participation  from 
all  facets  of  the  university  is 
welcome. 

“We  need  to  learn  as  much  as 


possible  about  all  aspects  of 
family  life  and  home  environment 
through  any  discipline  that  can 
contribute  to  this  area,”  Dr. 
Hansen  stated. 

“In  the  Family  Centered 
Learning  Program,  we  intend  to 
compact  the  best  of  what  is 
known  in  the  gospel,  the  family, 
and  consumer  sciences,”  he 
continued.  “Not  only  will  the 
student  gain  the  broadest  kind  of 
learning  experience,  but  it  will 
require  him  to  examine  his  subject 
again  and  again  until  the  key 
points  can  be  presented  in 
understandable  fashion  to  the 
layman.” 

Students  can  obtain  credit  for 
the  instructional  project  in  a 
variety  of  ways.  He  may  take  it  as 
a  course  under  FHHM  595,  use  it 
as  an  option  for  field  work  or 
apply  for-  university  studies. 
Otherwise  the  work  put  into 
developing  the  module  will  be 
voluntary,  said  Dr.  Hansen. 


The  program  is  projected  to 

eventually  extend  to  communities 
through  television,  radio  and

The  sound  of  the  wind  on  the 
plains,  an  old  Irish  legend  about  a 
mysterious  cathedral  that  rises  out 
of  the  sea  and  the  lively  sound  of 
an  old  minstrel  show  are 
portrayed  in  the  “Preludes”  of 
Claude  Debussy,  which  will  be 
presented  in  recital  by  Richard 
-Anderson,  Thursday,  in  the 
Madsen  Recital  Hall  of  the  Harris 
Fine  Arts  Center  at  8  p.m. 

A  member  of  the  BYU  music 
faculty,  Anderson  will  open  his 
recital  with  Johannes  Brahms’ 
“Rhapsody  in  B  Minor.”  The 
work  is  based  around  a  melody 
written  by  the  great  Norwegian 
composer  Edvard  Grieg,  a 
contemporary  of  Brahms,  and 
whose  permission  Brahms  received 
regarding  the  use  of  the  fragment. 
Grieg  later  reciprocated  and  wrote 
a  piece  based  on  a  Brahms 
melody. 

Two  original  works  entitled 
“Sketches”  by  Anderson  will 
follow.  Written  this  year,  they  are 
individually  called  “Allegro”  and 
“Allegro  con  brio”  after  the 
Italian  musical  tempo  terms,  for 
“lively”  and  “lively  with  spirit”. 

The  first  half  of  the  program 
will  be  concluded  with  “Sonata  in 
E  flat  Major”  by  Ludvig  Van 
Beethoven,  written  to  his  close 
friend  Archduke  Budolf  on  the 
occasion  of  a  long  journey.  The 
first  movement  was  meant  to 
portray  the  farewell,  the  second 
the  absence  and  the  final,  a  joyous 
return. 

Following  a  short  intermission, 
the  recital  will  open  with 
“Preludes”  by  Debussy, 
individually  entitled  “Wind  on  the 
Plains,”  portraying  the  swirling  of 
wind  with  sudden  gusts, 
“Engulfed  Cathedral”  based  on  a

mysterious  sunken  cathedral,  and 
“Minstrel.”  Debussy  was  a  great 
patron  of  the  minstrel  show  of  the 
day  and  portrayed  the  atmosphere 
of  the  loud  talk,  floozy  blondes 
and  the  old  soft  shoe,  in  the  final 
prelude . 

Infused  with  the  Latin  sound 
and  rhythm,  “Sonata”  by  the 
contemporary  South  American 
composer  Alberto  Ginastera,  will 
conclude  the  recital. 


Entering  its  fifth  year,  the 
Mormon  Festival  of  Arts  at  BYU 
continues  its  unique  tradition  of 
combining  the  aesthetic  and 
spiritual  experiences  of  Mormon 
culture. 

The  Festival  has  a  two-fold 
purpose  in  “cultivating  the  arts  as 
expressions  of  profound  spiritual 
feelings”  and  “finding  and 
possessing  truth  and  beauty 
wherever  they  exist,”  explained 
the  founder,  Dean  Lorin  F. 
Wheelwright  of  the  BYU  College 
of  Fine  Arts  and  Communitions. 

This  year’s  Festival  runs  from 
March  14  to  April  1  at  BYU  and 
offers  a  wide  variety  of  cultural 
events,  many  of  which  are  free  to 
students  and  the  public. 

The  arts  included  are  “growing 
not  only  in  number  .  .  .  but  in 
their  refinement  of  interests,”  Dr. 
Wheelwright  said. 

This  year  the  Festival  offers 
four  original  Mormon  plays: 
“Move  On”  by  Carol  Lynn 
Pearson,  the  all-student 
production  “Prophet”  by  Thom 


Duncan,  “Stone  Tables”  by  Orson 
Scott  Card,  and  a  children’s 
performance  featuring  a  Mormon 
historical  drama  by  Tamara 
Fowler. 

Except  for  “Move  On,”  all  of 
these  plays  are  being  premiered 
this  year. 

Other  events  demonstrating  the 
wide  variety  of  the  Festival  in 
music  are  four  seminars  on 
Mormon  music,  two  choral 
concerts  and  four  instrumental' 
concerts,  Beethoven’s  oratorio 
Missa  Solemnis  and  two  recitals 
by  outstanding  Mormon  artists, 
pianist  Donna  Turner  Smith  and 
organist  Norberto  Guinaldo. 

Mormon  literature  is 
represented  by  readings  and  panel 
discussions.  New  aspects  of  the 
arts  are  included  in  a  student  film 
festival  and  television 
presentation. 

Re-enactments  bring  Mormon 
history  to  life  as  Parley  P.  Pratt 
debates  Episcopal  bishop  Newman 
in  “one  of  the  most  fascinating 


debates  ever  held,”  as  Dr. 
Wheelwright  described  it. 


The  Mormon  Arts  Ball  on 
March  16  continues  as  an 
important  highlight  of  the 
Festival.  Inaugurated  last  year  as 
“one  of  the  most  important 
firsts,”  the  Ball  “gives  our 
students  the  chance  to  celebrate 
Mormon  arts  in  a  beautiful  social 
event,”  Dr.  Wheelwright 
commented. 
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The  Ball,  in  the  B.F.  Larsen 
Galley  of  the  HFAC,  features  two 
orchestras -the  BYU  Symphony 
and  the  BYU  Jazz  Ensemble-as 
well  as  student  one-act  plays,  a 
poetry  concert,  dance  theater, 
painting  and  sculpture. 


In  effect  it  sums  up  the  spirit  of 
the  entire  Festival.  As  Dr. 
Wheelwright  explained  this  Ball', 
“Students  express  the  idea  that 
music,  art,  literature  and  dance 
are  parts  of  the  integrated  life  for 
the  Latter-day  Saint.”

The  “Missa  Solemnis”  was  begun 
in  18  #8  arid  not  completed  until 
1822  by  the  great  German 
composer  Ludvig  Van  Beethoven. 
Set  to  the  traditional  Latin  text  of 
the  mass,  the  work  is  considered 
“Beethoven’s  personal  testimony 
of  individual  struggle  as  well  as  a 
universal  expression  of  faith.” 


There  are  openings  for 
instrumentalists  in  both  the  spring 
term  band  and  orchestra, 
according  to  the  Music 
Department. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
David  Randall,  the  Band  will 
perform  in  a  joint  concert  with 
the  orchestra,  under  the  direction 
of  Lawrence  Sardoni,  as  well  as  a 
tentatively  scheduled  outdoor 
concert.
